GENERAL SUMMARY. 

1. Although the rainfall was below the average, the year was on the whole 
a favourable one from tbe Agricultural point of view, the crops and outturn 
In the Merwara Tahsils being good. The results in Ajmer however were 
disappointing. 

2. Imperial Revenue showed an inciease of nearly Rs. 1,50,000 over the 
previous year out of which over half a lakh of rupees was derived from Land 
Revenue proper. The increase of revenue from land irrigated from new wells 
is a satisfactory feature, since it indicates an effort on the part of tbe peasantry 
to improve and stabilise their cultivation. The increases under Excise, Customs 
and Assessed Taxes are further indications of industiial and economic progress. 
Expenditure has, however, risen very considerably. This, however, is inevitable 
as the high cost of living has necessitated the grant of higher rates of pay in 
every department. The heavy item is accounted for by the increased rate of 
interest payable on loans. 

3. There has been a distinct increase in crime during the year under report 
which is attributable to high prices and the disturbed conditions which have 
arisen out of the war. The increase in the number of murders is specially 
significant. There was a slight decrease in civil litigation. 

4. The sanitation of the' city of Ajmer still leaves much to be desired. Tbe 
problem presents great difficulties but it is hoped that when the new regulations 
come into force the Committee will take more active steps to carry out the 
recommendations of the Civil Surgeon. 

5. The Co-operative movement has shown considerable progress and 
under expert supervision is now working on proper lines.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 

1. The office of Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwava, was held by Major Personnel. 

D. M. Field, I. A., from 1st April to 25th May 1920, by Major R. A. Lyall, 

I. A., from 26th May to 5th December 1920 and by Lieutenant-Colonel S. B. A. 

Patterson, I. A., to the end of the year. Major R. A. Lyall worked as Joint 
Commissioner from 6th December 1920 to 21st March 1921. 
o There was no change in the appointment of Additional District and 
Sessions Judge which was held by Sahibzada Abdul Wahid Khan. 

The office of Assistant Commissioner was held by Mr. E. C. Gibson, 

I. C. S., from the beginning of the year up to 7th May 1920 and from 9th 
March 1921 to the end of the year. During the interval the post remained 
vacant. 

Rai Sahib Munshi Shanker Lai continued to hold the appointment of 
Extra Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, throughout the year. 

The post of Extra Assistant Commissioner, Merwara, was held by 
Rai Bahadur Pandit Brij Jiwan Lai up to the 20th April 1920 when he was 
succeeded by Rai Sahib M. Bhagwati Lai who continued to hold the appoint- 
ment to the end of the year. 

The office of the Sub Divisional Officer, Kekri, was held by M. 

Mangilal Dosi from 1st April 1920 to 21st August 1920 when he was 
succeeded by M. Chiman Lai, M. B. E., who continued to the end of the ye ar. 

The office of Civil Surgeon, Ajmer-Merwara, was held by Lt.-Col. 

L. J. M. Deas, I. M. S., from 1st April to 17th October 1920, by Major R. H. 

Lee, I. M. S., from 20th October to 1st December 1920, and by Lt -Col. J.

2. The total revenue (Imperial -and Local) of Ajmer-Merwara for the year Revenue and 

amounted to Rs. 21,72,695 as compared with Rs. 23,11,085 last year. (c?* P st” d t«ment 

The total expenditure was Rs. 21,87,114 as against Rs. 21,61,412 last No - 4*-) 
year. 

The Imperial revenue rose from Rs. 15,84,370 in the year 1919-20 to 
'Rs. 17,32,720 in the year under report and the expenditure from Rs. lf,64,749 
to Rs. 17,29,371. 

There was a surplus of only' Rs. 3,349 in the Imperial revenue this year 
as compared with Rs. 1,29,257 in the preceding year.

Variations in receipts are explained as below: — 

The increase in receipts under head “Land Revenue ” is due to recovery 
of arears of Nazran a from certain Istimrari estates and to assessment of 
revenue on land irrigated by new wells. The increase under the head Excise 
is mainly due to Rs. 12,274 recovered from the Liquor contract — supplier on 
account of higher price realised from the retail vendors. 

The increase in the receipts under head “ Customs ” is due to increase in 
the outturn of cotton goods from the local mills. 

The increase in the receipts under head “ Assessed Taxes ” is due to the 
fact that certain deductions allowed under the old Act are not permissible 
under the amended Act of 1920. The increase in the receipts under head 
Interest ” is due to larger recoveries. 

Variations in expenditure are explained as below : — 

The increase of expenditure under heads (1) Land Revenue, (2) Courts of 
Law, (3) Police, (4) Education and (5) Scientific and Minor Departments 
is due to revision of the scale of pay of the establishments. The increased 
expenditure under head “ Interest ” is due to payment of larger interest on 
War and other Government Loans. 

The increase under head “ Miscellaneous ” is due to large and heavy 
remittances made from the Ajmer Treasury. 

The decreased expenditure under heads (1) Refund and Draw r back and 
(2) Pamine is due to fewer refunds and to the fact that there was no 
scarcity. 

The decrease in expenditure under head “ Eorest ” is due to the fact that 
the Eorest year was made to correspond with financial year and the figures 
given in this report are only for 9 months while those in the report for 1919-20 
were for the full 12 months.

7. Cost of management . — The cost of management amounted to 
Es. 38,533-7-7 or 10- 36 per cent, of the year’s ordinary receipts against 13-63 
per cent, in the last year. This percentage includes cost of local management 
which amounts to Es. 30,786-7-7. 

8. Education of the Wards . — Tbe wards named in the margin continued 

their studies throughout the year at the 

1. ThaVar Raraoshirar Singh of Bandanwara. Mayo College. The minor Eaja Of 
j. Tbaknr Madho Singh of Sadara. Bhinai aged about 8 years lives with his 

mother at Melilan (in Jaipur State) the 
residence of his maternal grandfather. Owing to the death of Eao Sahib 
Thaknr Jaswant Singh of Tantoti the estate was placed under the Court of 
Wards management and his minor son Thakur Jiman Singh continued his 
studies at the Mayo College, Ajmer. 

9. Health of the Wards . — Thakur Eatan Singh of Kaibania being seriously 
ill owing to excessive drinking when the estate came under the Court of Wards 
was placed under the treatment of the Civil Surgeon, Ajmer, and soon recover- 
ed his health. Thakur Madan Singh of Karel died of hydrophobia on the 
80 th September 1920 at Karel and was succeeded by Thakur Bhur Singh. 

10. In the Ajmer Tahsil 2,556 cases were instituted during the year. 
There was no case pending of the previous year. Qut of 2,556 cases, 1,708 were 
disposed of leaving 848 pending at the close of the year. In Merwara 2,553 
cases were instituted all of which were disposed of. 

11. During the year 310 applications for permission to alienate land 
under the provisions of the Ajmer Alienation of Land Eegulation (III of 
1914) were received. Of these 200 were granted and 110 rejected. 

Six decrees were referred to the Collector. Out of these 2 were 
referred to the Eegistrar, Co-operative Societies. In one, a decree-holder was 
put in possession for one year and in another for 8 years in satisfaction of the 
decretal money, 1 was returned to Sub-Divisional Officer, Kekri, and another 
to Sub-Judge, Ajmer, for necessary action according to law. 

Under section 15, 2 references were received from Civil Courts for 
sale of land in execution of decrees. In one, the decree-holder was put in 
possession of land for 2 years in satisfaction of the decretal money and in the 
other, sanction of the Local Government has been asked for. There were 3 
cases under section 16. In one, permission for sale was granted, in the 2nd the 
judgment-debtors were put in possession of the mortgaged land as tenants of 
decree-holders on payment of rent and in the 3rd decree-holders were put in 
possession of the mortgaged land for two years.

12. The total volume of reported crime, excluding false cases and includ- statistics 
ing true cases reported to Magistrates was 2,762, an increase of 209 as 
compared with the figures for 1919. The increase falls largely under heads 

(1) serious offences against the person and property, (2) minor offences 
against property. Incidence of crime per 10,000 of population amounted to 
66‘2 compared with 50 last year. 

13. Investigations were made in 95 per cent, of cases reported as compared Investl £ atl0ns 

with 89 per cent, in 1919. 69 police cases were struck off as being false or as 

due to mistakes of fact, etc., as compared with 73 the year before. 

Seventeen cases were investigated by the Deputy Superintendent of Police 
and enquiries in all the more important cases were supervised by the Superin-, 
tendent of Police. 


14. The number of murder cases reported increased from 5 in 1919 to 14 Murder - 
in 1920. The increase of 9 cases may be ascribed to adverse economic 
conditions and a growing sense of lawlessness. Of the 14 cases 8 ended in 
conviction while of the remaining 6, one was acquitted, 3 remained unde- 
tected and 2 were pending at the close of the year. The police did distinctly 

well in dealing with this class of crime. None of the murders calls for 
special notice. 

15. Six cases of professional poisoning were reported during 1920 as com' Poisoning '- 
pared with one in 1919. Of these, two were convicted, one remained unde- 
tected and three were pending at the close of the year. 

16. Six cases of dakaiti occurred compared with 7 in 1919. Of these, 5 Dakaitl - 
cases occurred on roads and one was a house dakaiti. All these cases were the 
work of wandering tribes or gangs from the surrounding States. One 

of the cases was pending at the close of the year and the remaining 5 
were untraced. 


17. Eifteen true cases of robbery were for disposal as compared with 26 Robbery - 

true cases in 1919. 6 cases were successfullylprosecuted, one was pending at

All the prosecutions bad hve ^_ lood 
were under section 109, of them 10 ended in conviction. 

23. The total sanctioned allocation including private guards is 40 officers Stren £ th 
and 908 men as in the previous year. The actual strength at the close of 

1920 was 39 officers and 873 men.

The average duration of each case was 39'50 as compared with 35 - 61 in 
the year 1919. ' 

The number of witnesses examined was 4,435 as against 3,741 in the

28. The Court of Sessions dealt with the cases of 36 persons as against 32 
persons in the year 1919, of these 26 were convicted, 4 were acquitted and 6 
remained under trial.

tbe year was 3,406 against 3,106 in the previous year. The receipts amounted 
to Rs. 8,929 against Rs. 7,909 last year. The expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 2,386 against Rs. 1,722 last year. The increase is due to revision of 
scale of pay of the establishment. The area of agricultural land transferred 
by sale and mortgage was 5,140 Bighas against 4,239 Bighas last year. This 
is due to prevailing high prices.

37. The increase in expenditure amounting to Rs. 17,148 occurs chiefly 
under the head “ Water Supply ” and is due largely to the fact that pumping 
had to be resorted to from the Bhaonta wells throughout the year. 

38. A sum of Rs. 20,808 was paid during the year towards the liquidation 
of Government loans, the balance of which due by the Municipality at the end 
of the year amounted to Rs. 4,68,890. 

39. The incidence of taxation was Rs. 2-2-4 per head of the population 
against Rs. 2-9-8 in the preceding year. 

40. The management of the Ajmer Water Works remained in the hands of 
the Executive Engineer, Public Works Department, Ajmer Division.

43. The total number of vaccinations performed was 4,368 against 3,399 in 
the previous year. 

44. The sanitary’ condition of the city is very bad due largely to the Sweepers’ 
Brit System. As already mentioned in the previous year’s report it is 
impracticable to get rid of this system. A good deal of improvement in this 
respect is expected after the revised draft of the Ajmer-Merwara Muni- 
cipalities Begulation which provides for some control over Brit Sweepers 
being exercised by the Municipal Committee has been passed into law and 
brought into effect. The draft Begulation referred to is still under the con- 
sideration of the Committee who will, it is hoped, push it on Avith. as little delay 
as possible. 

The Civil Surgeon, A jmer-Merwara, remarks that the present system of 
removing night soil, dirty water and refuse is tedious and offensive. 

A motor van for removing rubbish is being tried and a scheme for aug- 
menting the supply of water and drainage of the city is under consideration. 

45. The points suggested by the. Civil Surgeon which require immediate 
attention of the Committee, are (1) exercise of proper control and supervision over 
sweepers, (2) repairs to conservancy rolling stock and supply of stout bullocks 
or rather buffaloes, (3) increase in the number of public latrines by erecting 
ventilated brick latrines on the lines of those lately erected in some of the 
United Provinces Municipalities, (4) exercise of due scrutiny in granting 
permission for constructions in the suburbs so as to avoid overcrowding and 
building of unsystematic, unventilated and irregular houses, (6) paving of lanes 
and streets, (6) improvement of slaughter houses and butchers’ shops and 
(7) appointment of a good Assistant Health Officer. 

nty Population 1 * 46. The committee held 8 special and 11 ordinary meetings. 

23,362. 47. The total income and expenditure for the year amounted respectively 

to Bs. 1,29,003 andPts. 1,35,492 as against Bs. 1,29,766 and Bs. 1,13,950 in the 
preceding year. The closing balance Avas Bs. 42,340 exclusive of Bs. 14,999 
invested in Government securities. 

The income for the year includes Bs. 11,000 on account of proceeds of 
the nar bonds of 1920. If this item be excluded, the net income amounted to 

Bs. 1,18,003 showing a decrease of Bs, 11,763 as compared with the last year. 

This decrease mainly occurred under the head “ Octroi” owing to less import 
of dutiable articles. 

The expenditure, however, shows a large increase of Bs. 21,542 which 
is chiefly visible under the heads “ Water Supply, ” “ Conservancy, ” " Public 
Works” and "Public Instruction." The last named head alone contributes a 
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major portion of this increase (Rs. 13,480) due especially to the construction of 
the Municipal Boys’ School building. 

48. The incidence of octroi taxation per head of population was Rs. 3-5-6 
as against Rs. 3-7-11 in the year 1919-1920. 


49. The management of the Beawar Water Works remained in the hands 
of the Edward Mills Co., Ld., Beawar. There was sufficient water both in 
Jalia tank and wells. In the course of the year water was supplied to the town 
to the extent of 2'42 gallons per head of population per day at a cost of 
Rs. 11,681. 

50. The numbers of births and deaths registered during the year were 
respectively 744 and 915 as against 911 and 891 in 1919-1920. 

51. The accounts for the year 1919-1920 were audited by the Local Eund 
Audit Department of the United Provinces. 

52. There was no change in the constitution of the Committee. Kekri MumcF 

53. The Committee held 6 ordinary and 10 special meetings during the 5,698. 
year. 


54. The total income and expenditure amounted to Rs. 17,729 and Rs. 
18,759 against Rs. 16,395 and Rs. 19, '813, respectively in the preceding year. 
The increase of Rs. 1,334 in income is mainly due to (1) the Government 
grant-in-aid towards the maintenance of the Municipal Anglo-Vernacular 
School at Kekri, (2) larger collections of octroi owing partly to the revision 
of the octroi schedule and the raising of the refundable limit and partly 
to the larger imports. 

The decrease of Rs. 1,054 in expenditure is explained by the fact that 
during the preceding year certain extraordinary expenses had to be incurred, 
e.g., payment of arrears of war allowance to the staff, purchase of furniture for 
the School, contribution towards the Peace celebrations, etc., while no such 
charges were required during the year under report. 

55. The incidence of octroi taxation per head of population was Rs. 2-2-8| 
as against Rs. 1-15-3 in the year 1919-20. 

56. The numbers of births and deaths recorded during the year were 
158 and 182 against 120 and 126, respectively in the preceding year. 

57. The balance at the credit of the Municipality at the close of the year 
was Rs. 21,794 against Rs. 22,824 in the preceding year. 

58. The expenditure for the year under report exceeds the income by Rs. 
1,030. This is due to the fact that the measures to improve finances, viz., the 
revised octroi schedule and the increased minimum refundable limit of octroi, 
sanctioned by the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner were only brought into 
effect about a month and a half before the close of the year. 


(6) — Medical (tear ending 31st December 1920). 

59. The number of dispensaries in Ajmer-Merwara during the year 
ending 31st December 1920 remained the same as last year, viz., 7. 

The number of indoor and outdoor patients treated at these dispen- 
saries was 72,662 as compared with 66,703 in the last year. 

The ratio of mortality per cent, to total cases treated as indoor 
increased from 6T5 in 1919 to 7'60 in 1920. 

The total number of surgical operations of all kinds performed was 
3,836 with 4 deaths during the year, against 3,927 with one death in 1919. 
Of these 1,314 were performed in the Victoria Hospital at Ajmer against 
1,348 in the last year. 

The total income of these dispensaries amounted to Rs. 37,388 as 
against Rs. 35,439 showing an increase of Rs. 1 ,949 which is due to extra 
Government grants. The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 35,558 as 
against Rs. 32,654, showing an increase of Rs. 2,904. This is due to revision 
of the pay of Hospital and dispensary establishment, and to the enhanced 
prices of medicines and other necessary articles. 

The invested capital remained the same as last year. viz. Rs. 28,500.

Works (Exclusive of Irrigation Works, Canals and Railways) amounted to 
Us. 6,91,785 of which Its. 5,55,783 were spent on works within the jurisdiction 
of tbe Commissioner as against B-s. 3,88,895 in 1919-1920. 

Tbe principal projects on which expenditure was incurred during tbe

(7) Widening the metalled portion of the Imperial road between the 
Trevor Town Hall and Martindale bridge at Ajmer. 

The Revenue credited to Imperial Civil Works during 1920-21 on account

07. During the year two miles of avenues were planted on the 
District Fund roads hut none on the Imperial roads.. The total length of 
roads planted or under plantation on the 1st April 1921 was * 113 miles. 
The decrease in the area of new plantation was due to the fact that the 
casualties caused by the severe frost of February 1920 had to he replaced. 
The total cost of maintenance both on Imperial and District fund roads 
amounted to Rs. 7,328f as against Es. 7,303 in the previous year. 

68. One thousand two hundred and forty-one head of cattle were impounded 
for illicit grazing on the Imperial and District fund roads against 1,029 in the 
previous year. The increase was due to want of pasturage owing to scanty rainfall. 

69. The income derived from the sale of dry wood and hahul pods, etc. 
amounted to Es. 1,688 as against Es. 1,161 in the previous year. 

70. The number of raingauges maintained in Ajmer-Merwara remained 
unchanged, i.e., 83 as in the previous year. Of these all were inspected by the 
Civil and Public Works Department or Police Officers and were found in good 
order. 

71. The office of the Eegistrar was held by Mr. Bal Kishan throughout 
; the year. 

72. The number of Central Societies including the 4 Central hanks 
remained the same as last year, viz., 6. The members of these Central Societies 
consisted of 871 individuals in 571 Societies against 824 and 420 respectively in 
the preceding year. The number of agricultural societies rose from 426 to 481, 
the number of their members being 12,102 against 12,084. The number of 
non-agricultural societies was 34 with 5,194 members as against 19 and 4,013, 
respectively last year. 

. 73. The working capitals of the Central, Agricultural and Non-Agricultural 
Societies amounted to Es. 19,36,732, Es. 20,64,258 and Es. 2,45,587 respectively 
against Es. 16,95,784, Es. 19,00,531 and Es. 2,55,771 last year. Thus the 
total working capital of all the societies amounted to Es. 42,46,577 as compared 
with Es. 38,52,086, showing an increase of Es. 3,94,491. These figures include 
Es. 16,54,190, received by primary societies from Central banks against 
Es. 14,64,120 last year. After deducting this amount the net working capital 
of all kinds of societies is Es. 25,92,387 against Es. 23,87,966. To the capital of 
the Central Banks, viz., Es. 19,20,234, the Ajmer Central Bank contributed 
Es. 11,12,558 against Es. 10,24,703 in the preceding year ; theBeawar Central 
Bank Es. 5,96,553 against Es. 5,26,431 ; the Nasirabad Central Bank 
Es. 1,60,798 against Es. 84,334 ; and the Kekri Central Bank Es. 50,325 
against Es. 47,781. The working capital of the remaining two Central 
Societies amounted to Es. 16,498 against Es. 12,535. 

74. Ajmer Central Bank, Limited . — There were 461 members and 183 
societies against 436 and 183, respectively last year. The share capital 
remained the same, viz ., Es. 1,00,000 while the deposits of individuals increased 
by Es. 77,919, the reserve fund by Rs. 9,446, and other funds by Es. 4,265. 
The amount of profit earned by the Bank during the year was Es. 29,488. The 
Bank advanced Rs. 96,629 to individuals and Rs 5,15,853 to, banks and societies. 

Including the balance of the last year’s loans amounting to Es. 9,47,914 
the total of loans issued comes to Rs. 15,60,396, of this a sum of Es, 5,53,116 
was recovered during the year leaving a balance of Es, 10,07,280. Besides 
this balance there is an item of Rs. 1,05S of miscellaneous loan of last year 
which is also outstanding. Thus the total balance recoverable on 30th June 
1921 amounts to Rs, 10,08,338. 

The Bank is to be congratulated for the public confidence it has secured 
but it will be well advised if the idea of constructing its building is deferred 
until building materials are procurable at a reasonable price. It is hoped that the 
Registrar’s suggestion to make a further reduction in the rate of interest on 
loans will be favourably considered. 

75. Beawar Central Bank, Limited . — The number of individual members 
rose, from 253 to 275 and of societies from 177 to 218. The share capital rose from. 
Es. 1,00,600 to Es. 1,01,300, deposits from Es. 4,09,4?0 to Es. 4,75,144 and 
reserve fund from Es. 16,239 to Es. 19,676. 
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The last year’s outstanding balance of loans amounted to Us. 4,72,945 
while the amount advanced during the year under report was Rs. 1,49,070 thus 
making a total demand of Us. 6,22,015. The amount realized was Rs. 69,047 
leaving an outstanding balance of Rs. 5,52,968 at the close of the year. It will 
be in the interest of the Bank itself if a portion of its profits is utilized in 
providing for the two funds suggested by the Registrar for its bad and doubtful 
debts and dividend equilization. 

76. Nasirabad Central Bank , Limited . — The share capital was the same as 
last year, viz., Rs. 25,000. The number of individual members remained 
unchanged, viz., 82 while that of societies rose from 31 to 52. The reserve fund 
amounted to Rs. 3,485 against Rs. 2,705 last year and the other funds stood at 
Rs. 800. The deposits increased by Rs. 74,853. The last year’s balance of loans 
was Rs. 83,383 and a sum of Rs. 85,234 was advanced during the current year. 

Thus the total amount recoverable was Rs. 1,68,617, of which a sum of 
Rs. 37,030 was realized leaving an outstanding balance of Rs. 1,31,587 at the 
close of the year. 

77. KeTcri Central Bank, Limited . — There was no change in the number of 
members. The share capital was Rs. 12,525 against Rs. 12,500 last year. The 
deposits and the reserve fund amounted to Rs. 26,312 and Rs. 1,740 against 
Rs. 20,172 and Rs. 1,189 respectively. The loan from Central banks has been 
reduced from Rs. 13,920 to Rs. 9,748. The total amount of loans recoverable 
was Rs. 56,930 including Rs. 47,248 on account of the preceding year’s balance. 

The amount collected was Rs. 7,398 leaving an outstanding balance of 
Rs. 49,532 on the 30th June 1921. The Bank will be well advised to open a fund 
for its bad and doubtful' debts as suggested by the Registrar. 

78. The net profits of all the Central Societies amounted Rs. 47,563 
against Rs. 47,500 last year. The amount of the reserve and other funds was 
Rs. 99,838 against Rs. 80,559. 

The number of Societies financed by the Central Societies was 467, viz., 

444 Agricultural, 10 Non- Agricultural and 13 others. 

79. Two prizes of Rs. 1,000 and Rs. 500 were earned by two of the 
Merwara societies for storing grass as provision against famine. 

80. The Co-operative movement ismaking steady progress. The Registrar 
and his staff are keen and zealous and much of the success is owed to the valua- 
ble assistance and supervision given by Mr. Calvert, Registrar, Co-operative 
Societies, Punjab.

The total issue of country liquor from the distillery, Ajmer, amounted 
to 83,915‘3 proof gallon against 8B,257'8 in 1919-20. 

The decrease in the receipts from country spirit is a small one and 
does not call for any remark. 

The number of country liquor shops was the same as in the preceding 
year, vis., 114. No change was made in their localities. 

90. 200 trees were tapped and yielded 4,814 gallons of Tari. ' 

The revenue realized from Tari was Es. 300 under a two years’ contract 
which terminated on 31st March 1921. 

91. The fees for the vend of foreign liquor for which 16 licenses were 
issued during the year amounted to Es. 2,001 against Es. 1,945 in the prece- 
ding year. Statistics showing wholesale and retail vend and consumption of 
foreign liquor are given in appendices. 

92. The total opium receipts amounted to Es. 24,184 against Es. 21,116 
in the preceding year. 

A sum of Es. 9,335-0-9 excluding Ks. 550-11-3 realized on local 
produce was realized as duty on opium imported into Ajmer-Merwara against 
Es. 8,717-5-4 in the preceding year. 

The total number of licenses issued for the wholesale vend of opium 
w r as 4 as in last year.

Eighty-four licenses were issued for the cultivation of poppy in the Todgarh 
Tehsil during the year. The area under cultivation was 34‘31 acres and the 
estimated outturn 6 maunds, 20 seers and 10 ehhitauks. 

No opium was exported to Mount Abu. 

Twenty-eight seers 10 ehhitauks of [confiscated opium were sent to the Opium 
Factory at Ghazipur. 

93. The receipts from hemp drugs amounted to Es. 38,717 against Es. 
33,734 in the previous year. 

The number of shops for the retail vend of intoxicating drugs was the 
same as in previous year, viz., 16. 

94. During the year 44 persons were prosecuted under the Excise Eegu- 
Jation of whom 39 were convicted. 

Under the Opium Act 22 persons -were prosecuted and all were 
convicted. 

One hundred and sixty-three persons were convicted under the Police Act 
for drunkenness against 111 in the previous year. 
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95, There is practically no illicit export of excisable articles from General re ‘ 
Ajmer-Merwara. 

Sixty grains of cocaine were imported into Ajmer-Merwara under a 
permit granted by the Collector. 

The smuggling of liquor and opium in the District has considerably 
decreased. 

The consumption of liquor was nearly the same as in last year. 

The Excise Intelligence Bureau was established in 1913 and has done 
useful work in systematizing the detection of breaches of the Excise Laws. 

Efforts were made by non-co-operators at some of the liquor shops to 
reduce the excise receipts by deputing volunteers and by inducing people not to 
bid for the shops at the annual auction, but their efforts were unsuccessful. 

The work of Excise Staff has been satisfactory. Rai Sahib Pandit 
Pyare Lai also worked as District Census Officer in addition to his duties as 
Superintendent, Excise. The efficient working of the department is largely 
due to his energy.

The incidence of income-tax per head of population in the city of 
Ajmer calculated on the amount collected during the year was 8 annas against 
11 annas in the previous year. 

98. A sum of Rs. 59,340 was collected under the Super tax Act, VIII of 
1917, from a company and two Hindu undivided families during the year 
under report. 


B. Eevenue and Finance other than Imperial. 

99. The year opened with a cash balance of Es. 15,402. 

The receipts amouuted to Es. 73,191 as against Es. 51,034 in 1919-20. 

The corresponding figures of expenditure are Rs. 62,562 and Es. 70,787 
respectively. 

The increase in receipts was mainly due (i) to the fact that the Govern- 
ment contribution of Es. 15,000 for the year 1919-20 was recovered in June 
1920 and ( it ) to large receipts from the sale proceeds of unclaimed cattle. 

The difference in expenditure is due to the fact (i) that in the year 
1919-20 a sum of about Es. 10,000 had to be spent for constructing additional 
rooms for the Primary Schools at Bliim, Jalia, Kadera and Karel while there 
was no such expenditure during the year under report, («) to the revision of 
the scale of pay of establishment with effect from the 1st March 1920. 

The closing balance of the District Fund on the 31st March 1921 stood at 
Es. 26,031 as compared with Es. 15,402 on the same date in 1919-20. 

The Board held four meetings during the year. 

Local Funds. 

100. The cash balance at the credit of the Ajmer-Merwara Dispensary Fund 
at the beginning of the year amounted to Es. 3,951. 

The receipts during the year under report were Es. 12,376 a'gainst Es. 
12,766 in 1919-20 shewing a decrease of Es. 390 which was due to the fact 
that there was a decrease of Es. 1,52S in the contributions from private persons 
and the District Fund against an increase of Es. 1,138 in the Municipal and 
miscellaneous contributions. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 15,442 against Es. 13,750 
in the preceding year shewing an increase of Es. 1,692 which is accounted 
for by a decrease of Es. 883 under heads “ Allowance to clerk, compounders 
and dresseis ” and " Cost of Medicines ” and an increase of Es. 2,575 
under all the other heads of expenditure. 
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The decrease in allowance is due to the discontinuance of the grant of war 
allowance with effect from the 1st March 1920. The increase under “ Build- 
ings ” and “ Repairs ” and other heads of expenditure is due to the provision 
of wire gauze to the doors and windows of the operating theatre in the 
Victoria Hospital at Ajmer and high prices of all the necessary articles. 

The year closed with a cash balance of Rs. 885. The invested capital of Rs. 

44,000 remained the same as last year. 

101. The receipts amounted to Rs. 15,750 as against Rs. 15,564 in the Chowkldarl Fund - 
preceding year. The increase is due to the arrears of Chowkidari cess for 

previous years having been recovered in the year 1920-21. 

The expenditure amounted to Rs. 12,733 as against Rs. 14,424 in the year 
1919-20. The decrease is due to the fact that no uniforms were supplied to the 
village chowkidars during the year. 

The closing balance at the credit of the Bund on 31st March 1921 was 
Rs. 10,110-6-3. The condition of the fund is sound. 

102. The receipts amounted to Rs. 1,461 as against Rs, 4,668 in 1919-1920 Police Chanda 

(showing a decrease of Rs. 3,207. Fund- 

■ The following are the reasons for decrease : — 

(1) No advances for purchase of grass were recovered during the year. 

(2) Owing to the abolition of the Silehdari system no subscription was 
realized from the Sawars from 1st January 1921. 

The expenditure amounted to Rs. 5,875 as against Rs. 1,934 in the year

101. The number of institutions maintained was 292 against 283 in the 
preceding year. 

The number of pupils of both sexes in public and private institutions 
rose from 13,421 to 14,841; of these the pupils in public institutions numbered 
10,063 and those in private ones 4,778 as against 9,831 and 3,590, respectively, 
in preceding year. 

The percentage of those receiving instruction to the total population 
•was 4'7 among males and '7 among females against 4‘2 among males and *7 
among females in the preceding year. 

The average number on the rolls and the average daily attendance at 
the institutions maintained by the Education Department were 5,083‘19 and 
4,244'97 as against 4,928'2 and 3,915‘6 respectively in the year 1919-20. 

The total expenditure on public instruction rose from Rs. 4,44,568 to 
Rs. 5,44,401 during the year under report. The details of expenditure are given 
in table No. IY of the Appendices. 

105. Mr. Miller, M. A., acted as Principal, Government College, Ajmer, and 
Inspector of Shools, Ajmer-Merwara, up to 21st October 1920 when be proceeded 
on leave. Professor Hari Prasad, the acting Vice Principal, held charge of the 
current duties of Principal and Inspector from 22nd October 1920 to 2nd Novem- 
ber 1920, when Mr. E. E. Harris returned from leave. Mr. Hari Prasad 
officiated as Vice Principal throughout the year. Mr. H. M. C. Harris continued 
to hold the office of Head Master, Government High School, Ajmer. Syed Raza 
Husain held the office of Head Master, Moinia Islamia High School, from April 
to September 1920 and M. Ganeshi Lai from October 1920 to March 1921. 

The number of pupils on the rolls of the Government College, Ajmer, 
on the 31st March 1921 was 87, and that on the rolls of the Government High 
Schools 646 as against 106 and 625 respectively on the 31st March 1920.

The number on tlie roll on 31st March 1921 and the average daily ^ c n h “^T al 
attendance in the two secondary schools at Beawar and Kekri were 59 and bc 00 s 
56*33, and 30 and 31*61 respectively, against 53 and 45*8, and 36 and 32*6 in the 

year 1919-20. The number enrolled in the four Primary schools (3 Boys and 1 
Girls) was 310 with an average attendance of 228*25. 

108. The number of pupils on the rolls of the Normal School on 31st Training 

March 1921 was 54 against 48 in the year 1919-20. c 00ls ' 

Out of 20 students who were sent up for the Vernacular Teachers’ 
certificate examination of the United Provinces, 7 passed. 

109. The number of girls’ schools maintained by Government was 5 against GirIs ’ Schools. 
6 in the year 1919-20. The decrease of one is due to the transfer of the Beawar 

girls’ school to the Municipality. The number of pupils on the rolls of these 
schools consequently fell from 232 on 31st March 1920 to 223 on 31st March 
1921 but- the average daily attendance rose to 157*53 against 144*1 in the 
preceding year. 

Seven girls from the Central girls’ school, Ajmer, were presented for the 
United Provinces Vernacular Lower Middle Examination and five of them 


passed. 

In addition to the 5 Government girls’ schools there were 4 aided, 2 
recognized unaided, and 22 private schools under private management with 
283, 119 and 954 pupils enrolled respectively on 31st March 1921. Two of the 
aided schools, viz., the Christian Girls’ Boarding School, Nasirabad, and the M. E. 
Mission Girls’ School, Ajmer, are attended entirely by resident Christian girls, 
teach up to the standard of the United Provinces Anlgo-Vernacular 
Middle Examination for girls and send up candidates for that examination 

In the year under report 13 pupils were sent up from these schools of 
whom 7 passed. ’ 


110. The number of Government and District Board Vernacular Schools for Gov^rnment^and 
Boys remained the same as last year, i.e., 103 ; of these 9 are Secondary and 94 vernacular^ 
Primary. Schools for Boys. 

The daily average number on rolls and the daily average attendance 
were 4,051-57 and 3,224*29 against 3,928*4 and 3,044*6 respectivelv in the year

GENERAL MISCELLANEOUS. 


Pushkar Fair. 112. The animal religious fair at Puslilcar was held from tlie 22nd to tlie 

25tli November 1920. 


In consequence of an outbreak of epidemic diseases among borses and 
cattle in Ajmer-Merwara and adjoining States in Rajputana the annual' Horse 
Show and Cattle Fair in connection with the religious festival had to be 
abandoned ; but as there was no epidemic disease among people no restriction 
was imposed on the issue of Railway tickets. 

There was a large gathering of people estimated at 60,000 on the last 
bathing day against 90, 000 in the preceding year and 8.00U in 1918, when 
restrictions were imposed on account of plague and influenza. 

Although the cattle fair was abandoned the number of cattle brought 
for sale was 9,985 of which 7,935 were sold for Rs. 6,01,533 and a sum of Rs. 
8,729 was realized on account of capitation tax.

113. The annual Urs fair in connection with the shrine of the Durgah 
Khwaja Moinuddin Chisti at Ajmer was held from 11th to 17th March 1921. 
Owing to shortage of coal the bailway authorities were not able to arrange for 
special extra trains with the result that the number of pilgrims who attended 
fell to about half a lakh against 1,50,(>00 who attended the fair held last year. 

The usual police arrangements were made. No serious crime occurred 
nor did any disturbance take place. 

114. The annual Teja fair at Beawar was held on the 22nd, 23rd 
and 24th September 1920. The gathering at the fair varied from 12,000 
to 15,000 persons. 

'The Teja fair at Kekri was held from 20th to 22nd September 
1920. The gathering at the fair was about 6,000 persons including people 
from the neighbouring Indian States. 

•115, The number of printing presses was the same as in the last year, viz., 15. 

In addition to the 12 periodicals and 3 newspapers which were printed and 
published at the beginning of 1920, two more periodicals, viz., “ Nagarodclha ” 
and “ Maithul Prabhakar ” and one newspaper, viz., “ Rajputana Advertiser ” 
were started during the year. 

Two books in English, 38 in Hindi, 6 in Sanskrit and 8 in more than 
i one language were printed during the year. 

116. The District Magistrate, Ajmer-Merwara, collected the usual Nazarana 
from Bhoomias on the 5th June 1920, the day fixed for the observance of the 
birthday of His Majesty the King-Emperor.- 

The usual inspection of arms and of horses of mounted Bhoomias was 
made. Out of the total demand on account of Nazarana amounting to Rs. 
3,959-0-0 a sum of JRs. 3,920-0-6 was realized at the Durbar, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 39, which was recovered later.
